WILL OF MAJORITY AND MIN- 
ORITY UNWILLING TO SUBMIT. 


Adams County Stood Upon the Prin- 


ciple that the Will of the Ma- 


jority Must Prevail. 


Very few of the city papers gave a 


fair unbiased account of the meeting 
of the Democratic State Central Com 
mittee. The account of the Democratic 
paper, the Philadelphia "Record," was 
unfair to the majority part of the 
committee, so that few Democrats in 
this county would be in a position to 
understand the true condition and 
what did take place at Harrisburg. 


County Chairman S. Miley Miller 


attended the meeting of which he is 
Adams county's member and was ac- 
companied by Senator Win. A. Martin, 
Assemblyman J. C. Cole, County Com- 
missioner Andrew Kane and the edi- 
tor of the COMPILES, and we propose 
to give the facts as we saw them. We 
believe we saw them with unbiased 
eyes, for notwithstanding the fact that 
Adams county was solidly with the 
reorganising majority, yet there were 
former friends in the minority end 
who we hoped to see submit their case 
to the will of the majority. 


This great Democratic principle of 


the will of the majority was the heart 
of the issue. The Adams county con- 
tingent soon after its arrival met the 
minority end and the man figuring 
largely in this end was Charles Don- 
nelly of Philadelphia, who h'as held 
minority positions of profit in his city 
by gift from the Penrose Machine and 
who could not get for Grim last year 
over 15,000 votes in that city. This 
minority end wherever touched had 
but one thing to say, they claimed 
they were for peace and harmony tnat 
was their game, but not one was 
found willing to submit his case to 
the will of the majority. 


The Adams county contingent were 


early steered up against the proposed 
harmony proposition, that Dewalt se- 
lect two memebers of a committee and 1 resolution 
and appointed the three

which created the committee of which j 
he was a member and then he could >' 
have had a fair expression of what' 
was the will of the majority. 


Law of the Situation. 


On the Democratic principle of the! 


will of the majority, the Donnelly-j 
Ryan-Brennan, the Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg contingent has'nt a leg to 
stand on. 
The minority was a mi- 


nority of the committee, a minority 
of the counties, and in their position 
are outlaws to this first principle of j 
Democracy—will of majority.

Congressman A. Mitchell Palmer at 


the meeting of the majority regulars 
most lucidly explained the law of the 
situation and why the action of the 
majority, if dragged into court would 
be sustained, 
saying 
among 
other 
things: 


"The Democratic State Central Com- 


mittee, on March 2, at a regularly call 
ed meeting, about which there can be 
no dispute, acting upon the suggestion 
of the Democratic delegation in the 
house of representatives at Washing- 
ton, deposed the leaders who had been 
in power in the Democratic party in 
the State. That action was taken by 
a resolution, which, as you remember, 
was submitted to that meeting by Mr. 
Dewalt, who was then the chairman, 
was argued pro and con in one of the 
finest, cleanest debates I have ever 
heard in a political meeting, and when 
the time came to vote upon it, Mr. De- 
walt and Mr. Meek, the secretary of 
the committee, and every one of those 
who are now saying the action was il- 
legal, voted against the proposition. 


"Now, 
the thought I want to put 


into your heads, so you can take it 
home and tell it to your neighbors, is 
this, that if that action had been ille- 
gal it was the bounden duty of Mr. 
Dewalt, as the chairman presiding at 
that meeting, to declare it out of or- 
der, and upon his failure to declare it 
out of order and after his arguing 
against the resolution and his voting 
against the resolution, he acquiesced 
in the legality and the right of Demo- 
cratic state central committee to take 
action which it did. The action hav- 
ing been taken by a majority of the 
committee, he realized that the ma- 
jority must rule, and he obeyed the

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a fifth and this committee make up a 
roll call for a single meeting. This 
proposition called for the Treasurer, 
Samuel Kunkle, presiding and he was 
not in the city, but at Atlantic City.

No one representing the minority 


was found who was willing to submit 
to this first and foremost principle 
of the Democratic majority—the will 
of the majority—but were for peace 
and harmony with a concession to the 
minority. The knowledge that the 
Donnelly-Ryan-Brennan 
end was

minority was the cause and only cause 
we were able to discover for two meet- 
ings being 
held. Noses had 
been 


counted. The Donnelly-Ryan-Brennan 
combination knew they could not com- 
mand the votes hours before their 
meeting was held and knowing this 
deliberately held their meeting before 
the meeting of the majority of the 
committee was held. They not only 
knew that they did not have a ma- 
jority, but their meeting revealed the 
fact. On roll call 34 answered, 7 of 
these were substitutions without au- 


He stated that the law of estoppel 


would prevent any relief to the out- 
laws, that Chairman Dewalt having 
entertained the motion, having voted 
on the motion, having acquiesced in 
it having acted upon it, would be es- 
topped from denying that -lie "was liot 
legally bound thereoy.

state chairman the only name present 
ed was that of Hon. George W. Guth- 
rie and the vote was taken by roll call, 
iae received 54 votes, later a member 
absent returned to hall and voted for 
him making' 55 votes and one man re- 
fused to vote.

Destructive Hail Storm. 


A most dlsastrous'fhail storm swept 


over a portion of the county early last 
Saturday morning. Its pathway at 
places was not over a mile wide, while 
at others three miles wide was the 
work of devastation. 


While the storm made its lirst ap] 


pearauce near Hilltowu and swept 
across the country to Mummasburg 
tbe worst damage done was between 
Biglemlle and New Chester aud near 
Hampton. As it neared Kast Berlin 
its destructivenews had largely disap- 
peared. 


The farming section in the path of 


the storm from 
Kiglerviile to near 


Hampton have met with an unusual 
misfortune. The wheat crop was poor. 
The oats was looking right good and 
was about ready to cut but was so 
beaten by the storm aud toru to pieces 
that it wasn't (it to be mowed and 
will prove to many iu the path of the 
storm to be a total loss. 


The com fields were pitiahle to see. 


The leaves were torn into sbreds. 
Jt 


was rare to find a stalk iu some fields 
with a leaf on, only a few threads of 
sbreds. Stalks were broken oft' and 
beaten down by the hail and there are 
many corn fields in which the crop 
will be a total loss. 


The hail proved destructive to tbe 


poultry in the section through which 
the storm 
raged and 
hundreds of 


chickens aud turkeys were killed. 
The hail stones were as large as hick- 
ory nuts and larger and striking a fowl 
killed it instantly. 


A number of farmers saved their 


window panes by closing their shut- 
ters, but some farmers were not so for- 
tunate in this regard. 
Ou tbe Edward 


Chronisler farm near Hampton over 
60 paues of glass were shattered and 
there was a small loss in this particu- 
lar on many other farms. 


The storm was unquestionably the 


most destructive hail storm that ever 
visited any portion of this county.

FEDERAL B'UTG CONTRACT 


AWARDED 
TO 
AMBROSE 
B. 


STANNARD OF NEW YORK. 


Work Will Begin at Once—Material 


May be Changed to Marble 


Within Sixty Days. 


The contract for the erection oi the 


Federal building in Gettysburg >-ats 
given last Thursday to Ambrose B. 
Stannard of New York City. The bid 
of $99,000 for a building of Indiana 
limestone was the one accepted by 
Hon. 
John Knox Taylor, Supervising 


Architect of the United States Treas- 
ury Department. Tbe bids had been 
opened on June 27 but it required sev- 
eial weeks for the estimates to be 
analyzed to make sure that ihe lowest 
bidder was in fact lowest. 


On last V'ednesday Congressman La- 


lean fc-ent word to Postmaster Wm. C. 
Beale? that the department was ready 
to aware! the contract to Mr. Stannard 
lor a building ol Indiana limestone. 
That he would like to see the building 
constructed of marble and it Gettys- 
burg people \\ere willing to wait a 
year he would exiiaust e'very effort to 
secure an additional appropriation oi 
$17,000 for a marble building on three 
sides 
Postmaster Beales interviewed 


a large number of our people and they 
were unanimous that there should be 
no delay. 
They 
would 
prefer 
a 


marble building but the consideration 
that controls our people is that the 
building should be finished in time for 
the celebration to be held on the 50th 
anniversary of the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. The records and exhibit of the 
Battlefield Park Commissioners should' 
be in the Federal building on exhibi- 
tion at that time and that considera- 
tion controlled the situation. 
\Vnen 


this was communicated to Congi ess- 
man Laiean the contract was closed 
with the contractor. A. B. Stannard.

TYSBURG IK FAR AWAY DAYS. 


School Days of a Uoy Eighty Years 


Ago Gives a Delightful and In- 


teresting Picture. 


May I tell you how inucli 1 miss 


the good gossipiug letters 1 used to re- 
ceive from the good old towu of (jet- 


As the shadows of the evening of 


toy life lengthen, niy thoughts foudly 
recur to the eoeues aud incidents of my 
youth. It is arouud the old Home- 
stead of ruy veueraule aud venerated 
grand-father, David Wilson to whose 
hospitable dwelling I was carriej iu 
the arms of my Uucle William before 
J va« pevei) \veeha oH 
J ivne tnen a 


small item of humanity, for be told 
me that I might have been put iu a 
quart pot. It is arouud that loved 
home my earliest recollections, linger. 
The familiar saying ''What is home, 
without a Mother" did not affect me, 
for 1 never was conscious of the loss. 
The same may be &aid of my Father ; 
for although he Jived till I was ten 
mouths old, I have no sense of my 
Ices by his removal. My grandparents 
were all that any Father or Mother 
would have been. The same year '22 
bereft me of iny only brother and a 
Bister. 


Besides the features of my home and 


its surroundings, the most fondly 
cherished is the influence of that 
Grandfather's life on iny character 
Some lines on an old watch brought 
by his father from Ireland, to which 1 
fell heir, as bearing ou this, may be 
quoted : 


"Like the mold of some old, old forest, 
Where seeds find a kindly soil, 
And grow to a quick perfection 
With little of care or toil; 
His virtues to me were the seed-bed 
Where my germiueut powers grew, 
And to thee my blessed Grandsire 
Most reverent thanks are due. 


Thy life was my fairest model, 
Thy love was my morning dew, 
Thy prayers the white-winged heralds, 
That summoned me to the true, 
And for him, old watch I'll love thee 
Ae long as my life shall last, 
And I'll charge the son that follows, 
To love and hold thee fast." 


To resume;—My Grandfather was 


tall, 6 ft. 4 1-2, without shoes, straight 
as au arrow, simple yet dignified iu 
manner, a man with whom uoue 
could take liberties, of Jacksouiau like 
aspect, so much so that when once in 
Washington be was taken for the 
President, gentle as a dove, yet brave 
as a lion ; one of Natures Noblemen : 
and richly gifted aud refined by cul- 
ture iu the school of Christ. Au mci 
dent occurring when perhaps I was 
five years old will photograph his 
beneficent influence on my life. My 
Bisters Harriet and Rebecca, afterward 
Mrs. Paxton and Mrs. Long well, re- 
spectively, for variety took me with 
them to school. At the noon hour 
some of the older boys used profane 
language, and to be manly, as I 
thought, I, awkwardly enough no 
doubt, swore too. This my sisters 
very properly reported to Grandfath- 
er. Calling me to him and laying his 
hand upon my head, he said in tones 
not of auger, but of grief, "David, I 
hear you have been swearing, l am 
no w an old man"—he was then about 
75—"and never swore. You have com- 
mitted a sin against God. I hope you 
'will never do it again." That was all 
he said, but it was enough. Another 
incident occuriug when I was 12 to 13, 
will illustrate his reverence for the 
gabbatn. 
One Sabbath 
morning, 


Uncle William being absent he said 
"David the horses have broken into 
the oats field, we must go and turn 
them out." 
Knowing that they must 


have broken the fence, he took an axe 
along to aid in mending it. The field 
was some distance from the house, 
and on the way we met a couple on 
horseback. Presently we met another 
couple and soon after a third. As this 
on just a private country road was un- 
v»aal, be said to me. 
'-Where are so 


many people going today ?" I ans- 
wered, '-They are going to Church." 
"What", said he with startling einpha- 
eis, "is this the Sabbath?" And I 
answered that it was. He turned quick- 
jy, and flinging the axe down in the 
load, he made for home. Now I do 
uot think that he considered turning 
the horses out on the Sabbath was 
wrone doing, but he was vexed at 
himself m forgetting that the Sabbath 
bad come. 


Many other happenings throng my 


memory, but let these suffice. 


My Grandmother Wilson died in 


the summer of '38. That event deeply 
impressed me. Our burying ground 
was Sander's grave yard on Marsh 
Creek ; and there, after the interment, 
as our Pastor, Dr. Charles G. McUleau 
told me, Grandfather took him aside 
and said, "I thank God that I have 
been permitted to render this. I can 
bear traveling alone better than she." 


It was during a furlough in 1777, 


when he was captain of a Company iu 
a command called the "Flying Camp", 
that they were married. Over eighty 
yean they had trod the path of life 
together. They were true yoke fel- 
lows, and their bearing to each other 
was very beautiful. Well I remember 
seeing Grandmother taking her seat 
by a window when business called 
my Grandfather from home facing the 
way of his return, and when her vigil 
waa rewarded by his coming with au 
embrace which if less boisterous, was 
aa sweet aud warm as swelled their 
hearts in the first wrapt moments of 
their espousals. 


In '36 or '37 he became a pensioner 


United States Government, 


drawing, besides tome back pay, 
$16 00 per month. 


But 1 am anticipating. My recol- 


lections of Gettysburg date from De- 
cember 1824. shortly after I was three 
years old. My Grandmother Wilson 
took me to nee my Grandmother aud 
Grandfather Aguew with their daugh- 
ter, my Aunt Betsy, afterward the 
wife of the Rev. John Pettett, at that 
time lived there. Two incidents of 
that visit I distinctly remember ; One 
is my Grandfather taking me on his 
knee, aud my telling him in Childish 
pride that I had a new cap with Gold 
baud ou it; and the other is that I 
fell down the stairs leading from the 
sittiug room to the cellar, more scared 
than hurt by the fall. 


Events out of the ordinary from that 


time in uubroken current 1 remember 
but to attempt 
re-eventing them 


wou'd be tedious. 


After this trips to towu for several of 


my boyhood years were limited to 
ho\v day18 of Hunnsl« and Hre'i? rid- 


it was not till 1 had outgrown my 


county teachers iu the wiuter of 
1834-35, I tiiiuk, that my Uucle Wil- 
iam took me to school there. I had 
gone through "Pike's arithmetic with 
he help of a "key"—a book in which 
the sums were wrought out—, under 
the tuition of my worthy and huuorej 
teacher James Mo«>re, and for 30 days 
had studied English grammer—Kirk- 
ham's—with Air. 
John McKesson, 


who taught a school three miles from 
«y home. My new teacher was your 
tjucie Oliver Ormsby, then a student 
at Washington College, aud inclined 
to be gay, but who 
became later au i 


able aud interesting preacher of the 
Gofepel. The school room was ou 
Yorii 8t. adjoining the resideuce of 
Squire Geo. Smyser. The pupils were 
the Swan boys, Matthew and Walter. 
Charley McPherson, William Hersh 
of New Oxford, John Fox and ojje or 
two other boys, and Mary and Louisa 
MeClellan and Mary Homer. My 
studies were a review of Arithmetic, a 
further prosecution of English gram- 
mer both by different authors than 
those I had used before, spelling, aud 
I began geometry. In April au ex- 
amination was held, conducted by 
Squire Samuel Russel, and he stump- 
ed the whole school on the word chyle, 
which he pronounced chile. 
The 


words being taken here and there 
from the spelling book, we did not rec- 
ognize the work. 


I boarded with Miss JSancy Miller, 


of whom gossip said iuy Uncle Wil- 
liam at dancing school had been a 
beau. She occupied the three story 
brick on the S. E. Corner of York St 
and the Diamond, in which the Court 
house then stood. Old Mrs. Miller 
was then Jiving, and she witu Miss 
Rebecca Reynolds, afterwards Mrs. 
Eyster, Miss Lizzie Hiuies of Oxford, 
Miss Allaretta Miller, uiece of Miss 
Nancy and daughter of Dr. John Mil- 
ler of Baltimore, all used the large 
corner room over the store of Mr. 
Samuel Witherow below. My sleep- 
ing room was in the building, nrst 
with Sam White, a preparatoriau 
from Baltimore, then Philip Willard, 
a theological student, and finally Will 
Paxton, who developed into W. M. 
Paxtou, D.D., L.L.D. of New York 
and Princeton. Other boarders were 
cousin Hugh Scott and wife, Charles 
Himes. a merchant, a tutor in the 
College whose name 1 cannot recall, 
Charley Barnitz from York, James 
Crapster from Maryland, aud a few 
others. 


My cronies were your Uncle Alex- 


ander. James Fahnestock, and I was 
beginning a friendship 
with your 


Uncle David that had a fuller devel- 
opment in after years. 1 was a mem- 
ber of Mrs., the senior Mrs. John Stev- 
enson's Sunday School class, which 
met both morning and afternoon in 
the Presbyterian Church on Washing- 


gautown to whose store I went on my 
first arrival, aud thence by invitation 
to bis hospitable home. 
Mrs. McKes- 


son had been a Mies Floley of Bhtp- 
pensburg and knew my Uncle Henry 
Wilson, for many year* pastor there. 
One daughter Mrs Chunis lived at 
Ashville, iu the almost adjoining 
county of Buucomber. aud another 
was the widow of a Mr. Massey of 
'Philadelphia, and a daughter who 
took the finishing touches of her edu- 
cation iu that city aud did uot return 
till I was a boarder in the bouse of 
her Grandfather. Tnere 
were two 


sous, William about 30, engaged in 
gold mining, but making his father's 
house his home, aud was elected a 
member of the State Legislature when 
I was there. James the other son was 
born long after the others aud was one 
of my scholars. I made the acquain- 
tence of Miss G. soon after I came to 
Burks, aud when 1 opened a school in 
Morgautowu she and a Miss Hyatt, 
another New Englauder, with a Miss 
Wils-ou aud a Miss Eskey—a charm- 
ing little Miss—the orphan of a Prea- 
byteriau minister, aud who later be- 
came the wife of a governor of the 
state, were all boarders at Mr. Me- 
Kessou's. 1 became quite intimate 
with 
Miss G. and we spent many 


evenings iu private as she was taking 
lessons iu Virgil with me. It was the 
belief of some that we were minded to 
join hands in treading life's pathway, 
but it went no farther. She was a lady 
of line culture aud uoble principles 
and I derived much benefit from our 
friendship. 
When I was a student at 


Princeton, I called to see her at Phila- 
delphia at one of her sisters,—the wife 
of the Hev, Dr. John Patton, when 
she met me with a kiss, aud when on 
our way for New York to sail for 
Afiica, she called ou us at the Mer- 
chant's Hotel, aud accompanied us to 
the traiu. I have dwelt at length ou 
this, but to this lady I owe much. 


Dr John W. Neviu with whom in 


my Junior aud Senior years at college 
I studied rueutal aud moral philoso- 
pny7 under whom I studied theology 
For nearly two years aud his preaching 
nearly six years, I am also greatly in- 
debted. He was a great and good 
man, a ripe scholar and eminent 
Christian. 


To Dr. Charles Hodge of Princeton 


under whose teaching and preaching 
I sat for nearly two years, I also ac- 
knowledge myself debtor. 


But to no one do I owe more than to 


your Auut E., from her I gained a 
higher estimate of female character. 
Her delicacy of feeling and purity were 
fine, aud her moral principals absolu- 
tely granitic.

son Hotel. Your Uncle David, 
younger than 1 was in the same class 
as myself, and I remember of a lock- 
lug and pressure of hands in class, ex- 
pression of friendly feeling. It was 
in Church there too that I first caught 
the sly wooing glances of your Aunt 
M—, which youngsters are prone to 
do. 


It was one Sabbath afternoon that 


winter that Miss Reynolds arave me a 
talk as serious as it was kind, respect- 
ing God's claims on my love and 
obedience, aud that with another 
alterwards, gave her a place among 
the half dozen persons who have most 
distinctly iullueuced my life for good. 
Her school closed about the same time 
as ours. Her kindred lived in Hag- 
erstown, aud we both went in the 
Hagerstown hack together as far as 
the Lower Marsh Creek Presbyterian 
church—then called 
Mr. Paxtou's 


when 1 left it being the point nearest 
my home, fraction of a mile S E. In 
bidding me "Good-bye" she said "You 
have begun the study of geometry. 
Keep on studyiug. Not every boy 
could study it by himself, but 1 think 
you can." That was a compliment 
aud an encouragement to me that tokt 
happily on my life. I may at this 
point of my narrative digress to pay a 
tribute to the half dozen persons, aa 
stated, who were the chief factors in 
the formation of my character aud 
who gave direction to my life. And 
nrst I must assign the fundamental 
place to tne example of the Christian 
life of my Grandfather Wilson. Next 
comes Miss Rebecca Reynolds.

other lady to whom I owe much was 
Mrs. G., a New England lady, of 
an old and respectable famiiy. She 
was the Principal of a girl's school at 
Morgantown, the county seat of Burks 
County, N. C., and a member of the 
Presbyterian Church there. I was a 
private tutor of a Mr. Copenny who 
lived a few miles east of town the first 
year. Parties in town wauted a teach- 
er for their sons, some of them the 
first families iu the State. Mr. James 
McKesson a kinsman of one of my 
early teachers was a merchant in Mor-

BREAD USED AS FURNITURE 


In Sunny Countries the Staff of Life 


Serves Other Purposes Than 


Those of Sustenance. 


In the land of the pyramids when- 


ever coffee is brought In to a visit- 
Ing guest, the sun cooked bread sheet- 
Ing is always served therewith. 
It 


looks like so much chamois leather, 
and is of sweetish taste, being com- 
pounded solely of flour and the ex- 
pressed pulp of sultana raisins. It is 
cleanly to handle and can be crum- 
pled up in the hand without fracture. 


This bread sheeting is a most im- 


portant article of interior commerce, 
per camel caravans, among the Asiat- 
ic kalifats and bazars. It has 
for 


thousands of years been their com- 
bined bread, cracker and cake, all in 
one. 


The bread sheeting is used in the 


countries of origin as minor articles 
of furniture and furnishings—just as 
the natives of the tropics make a be- 
wildering variety of uses of the cocoa- 
nut palm and its products—as sun 
blinds, awnings, lanterns, cahiers for 
holding papers, and so on through a 
dozen uses. In their dry climate these 
uses are practicable, but in rainy sea- 
sons the goods if wetted collapse like 
paper almost. 


Even In Manhattan among the Ital- 


ian bakers you see the peculiar trel- 
lis work hardtack bread (made in big 
ringed sheets about a yard square) 
made to do duty as temporary shelv- 
ing. It will not stand much weight, 
but is used for drying out light ar- 
ticles, as the air strikes the objects 
both from below and above.—Bakers 
Weekly.

Murder Charge Risks of Autoists. 


"When an automobile driver only 


blows a horn on approaching a cross 
i UK and strikes a loot passenger, and 
kills', he is, in my mind, guilty of mur- 
der." 
Thi!, arraignment «f reckless 


chaulleurs wag delivered la&t week by 
Judge Mayer ifulzberger of Philadel- 
phia. 


"This.''said Judge Sul/.berger, "is 


of a new order of ca«i?s about which the 
public should be instructed. It is for- 
tunate for the defendant that there are 
certain features in his case that are 
less unfortunate than in the majority 
of cases. The greatest point in his 
favor is that this occurrence was not 
at a street crosainar. 


"The duty of a chauffeur is to stop or 


ao to reduce the speed of his machiufe 
that he may have it under instant con- 
trol at the intersections of streets, and 
failure to do so is evidence that must 
be submitted to a jury as malice against 
rhe community ; it is evidence upon 
which to determine whether the driver 
is guilty of murder of the second de- 
gree, or, in an aggravated case, murder 
of tbe Urst degree. 


"That all rests upon the presump- 


tion that malice must be individual is 
not so. If it is directed against the 
whole 
community 
it is evidence 


enough to go to the jury tor murder ; 
it is lifce the man who uses a deadly 
weapon on a crowded si reel, because 
an automobile is a deadly weapon 
when ruu to the danger ol uuau 


•'Raihoads have specific tracks and 


rights of way on which 
to run their 


engine?, aud they protect all street 
crossings by tjates, but iu au elicit 
still further to protect the community, 
they have spent millions upon mil- 
lions ot dollars to raise or lower cros- 
sings, that su&h dau«;ers 
may 
be 


eliminated. Aud now comes a machine 
in the very midst of hundreds ot peo- 
ple, not on specide tracks, not opera ted 
by men of much experience, but by 
any one who can raise 8250 to buy a 
second-hand car. 


"The street crossings are a continu- 


ance of the sidewalk, and the pedes 
trian has the same right on the street 
crossing as on the sidewalk. The 
automobile must cross the intersection 
with due regard for the oot passen- 
ger. When the automobile driver only 
blows a horn when approaching tne 
crossing and strikes a foot passenger 
and kills, he is, in my mind, guilty of 
murder. 


"Under present conditions, reason- 


able rapid transit must be allowed. 
Trolley cars are always under control 
at street crossings, and, in my experi- 
ence, I do not know of one case in 
wnlch a car of the Philadelphia Rapid 
Trans'it Company has killed a person 
at a street crossing 
The fruitful par- 


ent of trolley accidents is the darting 
of children from tbe sidewalk in the 
middle of the block." 


How the Liberty Bell Was Cracked. 


The fctory commonly accepted of how 


tbe Liberty Bell was cracked is that it 
occurred while tolling for the funeral 
of Chief Justice John Marshall on July 
8, 1835. Another story has it that the 
damage was done not when the bell 
was tolling the Nation's grief, but 
When it wasjoylully ringing in honor 
of a visit of Henry Clay to Philadel- 
phia. 


The man who, as he says, helped 


crack the old Liberty Bell, is Emman- 
uel Joseph Kauch of New York City. 
He is 86 years old, but doesn't look it. 
In fact, so straight is he still, so square 
and robust, that he seems scarcely 
older than h>s son, a man, who has 
turned fifty. 


And Mr. Kauclrs manner of speech 


is such as to justify the pride he takes 
in his memory. His talk goes right 
ahead, without hesitation or confu- 
sion. He never adds anything1 con- 
cerning which he feels the slightest 
uncertainty. 


He was born at Chester, Ptnn'a., of 


Pennsylvania Dutch stock, on Nov. 6, 
1825, and removed with his parents to 
Philadelphia when he was seven years 
old. It was three years later—iu 1835 


that, according to bim, the cracking 


of the Liberty Bell occurred. That is 
the year usually given as the one in 
which the mishap occurred, but Mr. 
Baucb is emphatic iu his statement 
that tbe bell was not cracked on tbe 
occasion of Chief Justice Marshall's 
funeral. Mere is his own version of 
the occurrence as he stated it iu New 
York recently: 


"The Liberty Bell was cracked, as I 


remember, on Washington's Birthday 
1835, and this is the way it was done: 


"I was then 10 years old. 
On that 


day I had been sent by my mother on 
an errand to a shop not far from our 
home. On my return from it, 1 was 
walking through State House Square 
when I noticed that tbe janitor or 
steeplekeeper was beckoning to me. 
His name was Down ing—'iViajor Jack' 
we used to cali him—and he was a 
well-known character in Philadelphia 
at that time. 


" 'Come here I' he called to me and 


to several boys whom he spied In tbe 
square. After he had corralled six or 
eight of us—i don't remember exactly 
how many—he told us that he wanted 
us to ring the Liberty Bell in honor or 
Washington's Birthday. 
The idea 


pleased us very much—we boy's were

not in the habit of ringing the old bell 
—and we agreed to do it. 


"Then Dowuiug climbed into tbe 


steeple of the State House and tied » 
rope to the clapper of the bell. Coming 
down again, tie put the eud of this 
rope into our bands and instructed us 
to pull with all our might, which we 
did. 


'•We were working away, and the 


bell bad struck, so far as i can recall, 
about tea or a dozeu times, when we 
uoiiced a change in the tone. 
We 


kept on ringing though, but, after a 
while, the steeplekeeper noticed the 
difference too. Surmising that soiue- 
tbiug might be wrong, he told us to 
stop pulling the rope. Then he climb- 
ed back into the steeple, we boys fol- 
lowing behind. 


"On the side of the bell that hung 


toward Waluut street we found that 
there was a big crack, a foot or fifteen 
niches Joug. Dowuiug then told us to 
run along home. 
vVe obeyed. 


"What happened after that I forget 


—boy-like I didn't do any worrying, 
ami heard no more about the cracking 
of the bell uutil some years later.

Pennsylvania Battle Flags. 


The many old, tattered ana torn, 


bullet and shell-riddled battle flags 
that were carried by the Pennsylvania 
military organizations during 
the 


Civil war are at last to have a perman- 
ent resting place that will be so con- 
structed as to preserve them from fall- 
ing to pieces and at the same time af- 
ford a close view of them to ail who 
are interested. The flags at present 
are kept in glass cases in the flag 
room of the State Museum building, 
but. 
despite every precaution, these 


cases cannot be made air tight and the 
silk in the standards is slowly rotting 
and causing particles of the flags to 
drop off. To obviate thia an<l to more 
carefully preserve the old flags the 
State has ordered a number of glass 
and bronze standard-holders, perfectly 
air tight, which will adorn the mam 
rotunda of the Capitol and place the 
flags in full view at all times. 


Workmen last week began the con- 


struction of the bases and pedestals 
for the brouze and glass cases m the 
rjiuuda, all ot which will occupy the 
niches that ruu about the base of the 
marble work that forms tbe rotunda 
walls. 


The extreme base on which the case 


will rest is of Hue St. Rhene mottled 
marble from Belgium and the bases ia 
which the flagstaff s will rest are ot 
white Barre marble. Over the whole 
will be placed the cases, in the top of 
which will be small electric lights that 
will aflord light enough to give a good 
view of the flags at all times. The 
marble work will be finished within 
the next two weeks and then the old 
flags will be removed from their pres- 
ent places in the flag room and fitted 
into the nichea, which will be covered 
by toe beautiful glass and bronze 
cases. 
The entire work is expected 


to be finished in the next two months 
and after that the oid flags will never 
again be exposed to the air. Each 
flag will be labeled with the number 
of tbe regiment that carried it, so that 
old veterans visiting the Capitol can 
tell at a glance the banner under which 
they fought. 


This new arrangement has long been 


contemplated. For years the flags 
were placed unprotected m tbe Adju- 
tant General's department in the old 
Capitol until the present flag room 
was devised to hold them, and the fact 
that they were left exposed was the 
subject of much unfavorable comment. 
But even tbe present arrangement has 
been a failure because of the fact that 
the flags are so placed in the cases 
that it is almost impossible to see 
them to an advantage. The new ar- 
rangement of placing the cases in the 
new Capitol rotunda was a suggestion 
of Governor Stuart and has been car- 
ried out by Samuel B. Rambo, Super- 
intendent of Public Grounds 
and 


Buildings, the latter directing the 
work. 


There are other standards in the 


present flag room not carried during 
Civil war, but possessed of much his- 
toric interest, and they will be pro- 
vided for so as to properly preserve 
them. 


It is proposed to photograph the old 


flags when they are moved to the new 
cases, the negatives of photographs 
taken years ago having been destroy- 
ed in a tire.

Drowns in a Spring and Man
